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Report of Health Officer 


To the Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Bradley: 


Report of Health Officer, Town Physician and School 
Physician March 1, 1950 to March 1, 1951. 


During the year past there has been very little sickness 
in the Town of Bradley, no epidemics. In the schools a 
very few cases of whooping cough and chicken pox. We 
had quite a few complaints of sewage not properly cared 
for such as open sewers and improper care of surface sew- 
age, after careful investigation we were able to take care 
of everything with satisfaction to all without having to 
resort to the Health Laws of the State. 


I did not have any request to attend any patient from 
the Bradley officials. 


It is a State law that all children under twelve years must 
have at the cost of the town preventive medication by means 
of inoculation or vaccination. Inoculation means to inject 
the serum beneath the skin to protect them from having 
diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus (lockjaw). Vac- 
cination means to lightly scratch off a small area of skin 
on the arm and apply the vaccine to prevent smallpox. The 
inoculations are to be given three in number one month 
apart, this has all been done with the assistance of our 
local trained nurses, Mrs. Stephanie Smith, R. N., Miss 
Priscilla R. Graham, R. N. and Miss Bertha EH. Simpson, 
R. N, 
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In the schools we have made forty-nine physical exam- 
inations. The electrical audiometer test has been made.

Report of Visiting Nurse Association 


The Old Town, Milford, and Bradley Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation has carried out a generalized Public Health program 
during the year 1950. The year opened with one full time 
nurse. Since June, there have been two full time nurses. 


Communicable Disease: Home visits are made to known 
cases of communicable diseases. Instructions are given as 
to prevention of spreading the disease. 


Venereal Disease: Investigation of contacts of this type 
of disease is made whenever the request is made by the 
Health Officer. 


Tuberculosis: Two X-ray clinics are held each year. 
Home visits are made to patients who are known cases of 
tuberculosis, who are suspected cases, or who are contact 
cases. Patch testing has been done on cases suspected of 
having tuberculosis. If X-rays are needed between clinic 
appointments, arrangements are made through the Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association to have this service done at the 
Eastern Maine General Hospital X-ray department. 


Maternity Health: Visits are made to expectant mothers; ~ 
problems are discussed with the patient, helpful literature 
is given, and plans are made for the coming baby. Visits 


are made to the new born and the mother when they re- 
turn from the hospital. Baby baths are demonstrated. Book- 
lets are distributed on all phases of infant care. 


Adult Health Supervision: Visits are made to those 
whose ill health interferes with the normal way of life. The 
State Department of Vocational Rehabilitation and the

State Mental Hygiene Clinic gives valuable assistance in 
many cases. | 


School Health: The nurse assists the doctors make his 
examination of school children. The nurse acts as a con- 
Sultant to the teachers concerning any health problems 
which may arise. Visits are made to the home to discuss 
ways of correcting any defects. The State audiometer is 
used to conduct hearing tests in the schools. The State 
Pediatric Clinic is used as a referral agency for children 
who need medical and follow up care. 


Health Supervision: The growth and development of a 
child are observed during the first year and through the 
pre-school years to school age. We feel that progress has 
been made for better health throughout life if good health 
habits are formed during this period of growth and develop- 
ment. 


Morbidity: All types of nursing care is given to the 
patient in the home under the supervision of a doctor. 


Crippled Children: As health problems are encountered 
and as the doctor requests, referrals are made to the Crip- 
pled Children Clinic. Notices of appointments and reports 
of clinical findings are received by the nurse. Visits are 
made to the home to follow the progress of the child and 
to help interpret medical orders. 


The service of the Old Town, Milford, Bradley Visiting 
Nurse Association can be carried on as long as there are 
people and organizations interested in helping to maintain 
it. We wish to take this opportunity to thank all the in- 
dividuals and organizations who have made our work 
possible.

I herewith submit my annual report of the progress, con- 
ditions and needs of the schools of Bradley. 


School opened on September 5, 1950 with the following 
teachers: 
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Doris Gould, Principal, Grades 6-8 
Velma Brown, Grades 4-6 

Marjorie Hilliker, Grades 2-3 
Viola Rand, Sub-Primary, Grade 1 


FINANCE 


An examination of the financial statement shows that we 
have favorable balances in all accounts. However, the bal- 
ances in the common schools and secondary tuition accounts 
appear to be somewhat higher than they really are. This 
year, the teachers are being paid on a yearly basis instead 
of on the basis of only the school year. In order to pay 
throughout the whole year, some of the teachers’ salaries 
have to be withheld. Up to the present time, $968 has been 
withheld, and the common schools balance is, therefore, 
that much smaller than it appears in the report. The second- 
ary tuition account shows a balance $450 greater than it 
actually is, because no bill has been submitted for the tui- 
tion due to John Bapst High School for the first semester 
of the year. Your committee has taken both of these facts 
into consideration in setting up the schedule of recom- 
mended appropriations. 


MAINTENANCE 


The back of the building was insulated, and double win- 
dows were purchased for the first floor room on the north 
side of the building. There are only two more sides of the 
building to be insulated, and it is planned to do one side 
each year for the next two years. 


The first coat of tar was applied to the school yard this 
year, and we plan to have the second coat applied next year. 
The work which was done on the lower field, although it: 
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does not show to advantage at the present time, has been 
very much worthwhile.

The above table shows clearly the upward trend in en- 
rollment. There has been a 25 percent increase in the last 
five years. As a result, the present rooms are over-crowded; 
and although the teachers are doing exceptionally well 
under the unfavorable conditions, the educational offerings 
to the pupils are necessarily limited. Last year, your atten- 
tion was called to this fact, and it was pointed out that, if 
we had another classroom, another teacher could be added. 
It was also pointed out that, with another teacher, the town 
would qualify for equalization and the extra money received 
from the equalization fund would cover the expense of the 
additional teacher. 


After careful study of the present conditions and the 
problems which they present, your committee has come to 
the conclusion that it would be wise to make provisions for 
another room and another teacher. For this reason, the 
citizens of the town are being asked to elect three members 
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to serve on a committee with the selectmen and superintend- 
ing school committee to investigate the advisability of 
adding another room to the present school building. We 
sincerely hope that you will furnish us with that assistance 
in our study. 


I extend my most sincere thanks and appreciation to the 
town officers, school committee members, teachers, parents 
and pupils for their fine cooperation and to the citizens of 


the town for their splendid support of our school program. 
It is a real pleasure to work in Bradley.

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Report of Auditor

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
enaral and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending March 2, 1951; we have 
directly examined records of the town clerk affecting ac- 
counting procedure and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures aS we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 


Cash on demand deposit has been reconciled with certi- 
ficate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. Cash on 
hand, in the amount of $26.31, has been determined by actual 
count and certified by the treasurer as being funds of the 
town. 


The assessment of 1950 taxes has been proved and the 
individual assessments compared with the collector’s re- 
cords, revealing an under-commitment of $72.16. Individ- 


ual balances submitted in this report are based upon col- 
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lector’s records and are subject to results of a test check, by 
correspondence, with individual taxpayers. Copies of excise 
tax receipts numbered 121 to 238 inclusive for 1950, and 
numbered 1 to 134 inclusive for 1951 have been added, and 
the total found to be in agreement with receipts issued by 


the treasurer; from the revenue $1,678.14 has been con- 
sidered as a deferred credit; the balance in the sum of 
$550.55 has been lapsed to the surplus account. 


The accounts receivable is very minor in amount and 
originated from a difference between the cost of pauper 
supplies and actual recovery. 


Investment of the reserve fund has been verified by certi- 
ficate furnished by the Bangor Savings Bank. This fund 
originated from a vote of the town in 1948 properly creating 
a capital reserve from excise tax revenue not exceeding 
$5,000.00 in amount. The revenue in that year was con- 
siderably less than this limitation but it was apparently the 
belief of the voters (and the revenue is accordingly being 
set aside) that a vote in one year would be binding upon 
successors in office. This assumption does not properly pro- 
tect your municipal officers or all of the fund. The fund as 
herein reported is based upon the actual investment plus 
accrued interest, but must not be construed as our opinion 
that additions above the 1948-49 revenue can be considered 
as a true protected reserve without yearly voted authoriza- 
tion until the intended limit has been reached, despite the 
fact that we have further set up, as a deferred credit, a 
sufficient amount from the 1950-1951 revenue to attain the 
intended limits. The interest earnings have been added to 
the fund and not deducted from the gross amount of excise 
tax revenue originally intended to be set aside. 


Accounts payable were determined from examination of 
departmental accounts and have.been verified with the _ 
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parties involved. A substantial portion is due to over-remit- 
tance by the State of Maine for snow removal, whereby the 
amount of cash received was, in effect, the town’s share of 
the cost which exceeded the limitation of the State’s 
liability. 


The records of accrued employee funds have been exam- 
ined and the liability, as stated, is believed to be correct. 


Continuing balances are for purposes of education and, 


in addition, the unexpended balance for state aid construc- 
tion. The amount of highway funds now available (but not 
due) from the State is obviously not reflected upon your 
bajlance sheet; the 1950 State allotment in this account re- 
mains intact. 


Expendable trust fund income on demand deposit has 
been reconciled with certificate furnished by the Hastern 
Trust and Banking Company and involves the F. A. Powers 
Fund only. The security investments in this fund were veri--: 
fied by the Eastern Trust and Banking Company as agency 
trustee. The principal and the expendable income on de- 
posit in the cemetery perpetual care fund have been verified 
by certificate furnished by the Bangor Savings Bank. Ex- 
pendable income of $2.16 is intermingled with the general 
funds. 


OPERATING COMMENTS 


We did not make a detailed audit of all departmental 
transactions; we did, however, analyze all important ac- 
counts. We have test checked invoices and payrolls in sup- 
port of warrants issued for expenditure. The departmental 
overdrafts were in excess of the unexpended balances by an 
amount approximately equivalent to the unforeseen cost 
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for charity. There was abundant evidence of a careful con- 
trol of expenditures. 


The list of outstanding uncollected taxes extends back 
to 1936 and the yearly cost of accounting for the majority 
of these balances is exceeding the yearly collection, there- 
fore, a final settlement of these accounts would be 
advantageous. 


CERTIFICATE 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the foregoing, 
we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompanying 
comparative balance sheet, statement of transactions in 
departmental accounts, and analysis of change in available 
surplus to deficit in resources properly present the financial 
condition of the town as of March 2, 1951 and the results 
of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted principles of municipal accounting.

I herewith submit my annual report of the progress, con- — 
ditions and needs of the schools of Bradley. 


School opened on September 5, 1951 with the following 
teachers:

Although there was a small number entering the sub- 
primary class for this year, there was only temporary relief 
from the general over-crowded conditions in one room. The 
problem of the “floating grade”’ still persists, and in greater 
proportions. We realize that the pupils in grade 6 are not 
getting the program that they should have, but the teachers 
are doing a remarkable job under the conditions which the 
lack of housing facilities forces upon them. 


The lack of room and the over-loading of the teachers 
have been serious problems for the last seven years. From 
year to year, we have made adjustments which have temp- 
orarily solved our problems, but nothing that was done was 
at all satisfactory. Next year the problems will be of such 
magnitude as to be impossible of even temporary solution. 
Both the primary room and the grammar room will have 
more than forty pupils, and the other rooms will have over 
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the standard limit in each classroom ‘unless additional 
housing facilities are provided. 


Recognizing the seriousness of the situation, you named 
a Spectal School Building Committee to study conditions 
and make recommendations. When the committee made its 
report at a special town meeting, you accepted the report 
and authorized the committee to continue its work and ac- 
cept options on suitable sites for a new school and also to 
make application to the Maine School Building Authority 
for a program of financing the construction of a new school 
building adequate to meet the needs of the town. 


The committee has carried out its instructions and has 
authorized me to present herewith its report and recom- 
mendations. However, I feel that it would not be fair to 
ask you to make any decisions without first explaining the 
new law regarding state subsidies for education as it af- 
fects the amount and method of distribution of state aid to 
cities and towns. 


GENERAL PURPOSE EDUCATIONAL AID 


Chapter 386 of the Public Laws of 1951 introduces a new 
method of distributing state aid for education to munici- 
palities. The following old types of subsidy laws have been 
repealed: 


Chapter 37, Sec. 99 1. High school tuition 
Chapter 37, Sec. 202 2. School enrollment 

Chapter 87, Sec. 201 3. Conveyance (closed schools) 
Chapter 37, Sec. 201 4. Teaching positions 

Chapter 37, Sec. 204 5. Equalization 


Local school tax rates and the average rate of the several 
towns in the state (previously used for Equalization) have 
no further bearing on the amount of state educational aid a 
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town may be allotted. State subsidies are now based on the 
need of the town as determined by the per pupil valuation 
of the town. 


THE NEW PROCEDURE 
I. Determination of Class 


A. Find the total number of resident pupils attending 
school either in or out of town at public expense. 


B. Divide the state valuation of the town by this number 
of resident pupils to get the per pupil valuation. 


C. Refer to the following Class Scale of Chapter 386 P. L. 
1951 to find the percentage of the educational expenditures 
of the town which will be paid by the state as state aid to 
the town:

* The items marked, under the new subsidy law, are al- 
lowed aS operational expenditures and the state will pay 
a percent of these costs the same as maintenance expense. 
This should make a material difference in the amount of 
state aid to the towns, with the possible exception of some 
towns that shared heavily in equalization under the old 
laws, or Some of our richest towns. Heretofore, these items 
were not allowed as operational costs. 


The subsidies to be paid on December 1952 have been fig- 
ured on the expenditures for 1949-50, but in the future pay- 
ments will be based on the average expenses for two years, 
in order to spread the legislative appropriations evenly 
over the two years between legislative sessions. Since our 
expenditures for education, as for everything else, are in- 
creasing, our state aid is bound to increase from year to year. 
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Bradley is a Class 2 town and will, therefore, receive 
from the state 55% of the cost of operating the schools. 
The subsidy to be received next December, figured on the 
costs for 1949-50, will be $7,057 as compared with $5,018.16 
which we received for this past year. The subsidies which 
will be received in December of 1953 and December of 1954 
will be based on the average educational costs in Bradley 
for the years 1950-51 and 1951-52, or the two year period 
just ending. The average costs for these two years figures 
$14,824.68 per year. 55% of that amount is $8,153.57, the 
amount to be received from the state each year for the two 
year period. 


During that time, the school department will take over 
the accounts already mentioned, which were formerly town 
accounts which were not state subsidized. The total amount 
of these transferred accounts is $1,861.22. Deducting this 
from the educational subsidies leaves $6,292.35 as the net. 
That represents a net gain in state aid for education of 
$1,274.19 over the amount which we received for this past 
year. To understand the significance of this, it must be kept 
in mind that the town does not have to spend any additional 
money for education in order to collect this extra amount 
from the state, because it is all figured on what has already 
been spent during the last two years. It must also be re- 
membered that in this process, the town accounts have been 
reduced by $1,861.22 and the town appropriations can be 
reduced by that amount. 


The foregoing facts and figures have been given to you 
for the purpose of giving to every citizen of the town a clear 
understanding of the real significance of the new law for 
General Purpose Educational Aid as it is reflected in the 
actual allocation of state money to the cities and towns of 
Maine. 


Fully appreciating the keen interest that all the citizens 
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of the town have shown in our educational program and 
truly grateful for the fine support which has been given to 
our school, I extend to all my sincere thanks. To the mem- 
bers of the Special School Building Committee, my special 
thanks. Their careful study of our housing needs, their 
serious consideration of the best interests of the town from 
both the educational and the financial points of view, and 
their sound conclusions and recommendations are mani- 
festations of their straight thinking and vision. They are 
to be congratulated, and I sincerely hope that the citizens 
will have the wisdom and foresight to accept their recom- 
mendations.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL SCHOOL 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Bradley, Maine

To: The Citizens of Bradley. 
subject: Report of the Special School Building Committee. 


The special committee which was elected last March to 
investigate the needs, advisability, and expense of building 
an additional classroom on the present school building has 
made its investigation and after careful study submits the 
following report and recommendations: 


On May 30, 1951 the first meeting of the committee was 
held with nine of the ten members present. Charles Petrie 
was elected chairman, and he first called for a considera- 
tion of the need for an additional classroom. After a con- 
sideration of the enrollment figures which show a steady 
increase from 102 in 1946-47 to 186 for next year and an 
increase in the number of sub-primary pupils from 11 in 
1946-47 to 32 for next year, there was no question about 
the need for additional room. However, when it was pointed 
out that next year both Mrs. Rand and Mrs. Gould will have 
over 40 pupils, the committee was unanimous in the opinion 
that the need for another classroom is urgent and immediate. 


After a careful study and a long discussion, the commit- 
tee was unanimous in the opinion that it would be unwise 
to build another room on the present school building. It 
was felt that there are so many faults with the present 
building and its site which can never be corrected regard- 
less of the amount of money expended that it would be bet- 
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ter business for the Town of Bradley to investigate the cost 
of a new building in a more satisfactory location. The chief 
factors which prompted this thinking were— 


The present building is a two-story wooden building and 
is a fire hazard. 


Both the stairs and fire escape start from the same place 
which is over the furnace room. 


There is no lunch room, no play room, and no assembly 
room in the present building and no way of adding those 
facilities. 


The artificial lighting is inadequate, and it would be 
expensive to install proper lights in all rooms. 


The location of the present building so near to the main 
road with its heavy traffic keeps the children in constant 
danger. 


The power line is another real and serious danger to the 
children. 


The playground is inadequate, and what there is has water 
standing on it for several weeks in the spring and fall when 
the river is high. This not only takes away the small play 
area which the children have but danger of disease from 
the filth washed up by the water is a serious menace to the 
health of the children who play on the field after the water 
recedes. 


Responding to a request, the secretary explained the 
workings of the newly created Maine School Building Au- 
thority. This authority is set up in a way somewhat like 
the highway and bridge authorities. The authority will 
finance the building of a school building for a city or town 
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and the city or town will rent the building from the author- 
ity. When the rent amounts to the cost of the building, 
ownership is transferred to the town. The procedure is very 
much like purchasing a home through a loan and building 
association. 


At this point, the secretary told the committee of a school 
building survey which was being made throughout Maine 
to determine the needs of the cities and towns of the state. 


It was voted to ask the official who made the survey in 
Bradley to meet the committee and explain his findings. 
However, when Mr. Hall made the survey, he said he had 
no authority to discuss any of the facts with us until the 
returns were reviewed in Augusta. 


The second meeting of the committee was held on 
September 17, 1951, with Deputy Commissioner William 
Bailey of Augusta present. Mr. Bailey is the school building 
expert with the Maine State Department of Education. After 
a careful check of the building and the grounds, he advised 
very strongly against adding to the present building. He 
told us that an additional room would cost nearly a third 
of the cost of a new building and then we wouldn’t have 
anything. He condemned the present building on all of 
the above listed counts and added the observations that 
the present rooms are too small for a modern school pro- 
gram, the ceilings are so high that it would be difficult and 
expensive to get proper lighting, and the stairs are too 
long and too steep to be safe. Mr. Bailey strongly advised 
that we investigate the possibility of constructing a new 
building to be financed through the Maine School Building 
Authority. 


As a result of the study which it made and in light of its 
findings, the Special School Building Committee submits 
the following recommendations; } 
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1. That the idea of adding a room to the present build- 
ing be abandoned. 
een, 
2. That the committee be authorized to accept options 
on suitable sites. 


3. That the committee be authorized to procure build- 
ing plans from the Maine State Department of Education. 


4, That the committee be authorized to make applica- 
tion to the Maine School Building Authority for a program 
of financing the construction of a new school building to 
be presented to the voters of Bradley for acceptance at the 
next regular town meeting or a special meeting called for 
the purpose.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL SCHOOL 


BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Bradley, Maine 
January 9, 1952 


To: The Citizens of Bradley. 
Subject: Report of the Special School Building Committee. 


Meeting of the Special School Building Committee of 
Bradley was held on the above date at the Bradley School 
with members present as follows: 


Charles Petrie, Arlo Spencer, Walter Spencer, Albert 
Parady, William Soucie, iat Howard, Merle Dority, and 
Clarence Gould. 


There was a long discussion of the new school buildings 
in Bangor, Hermon, Hartland and Orland where members 
of the committee had made visits. The Hartland building 
was selected as the best for Bradley to use as a model. That 
building was built on extended “State Plans’, and it was 
voted to recommend that the town of Bradley build a sim- 
ilar one having only five classrooms instead of nine. 


The cost of the Hartland building was $67,000, and after 
a study of the itemized expenditures, it was agreed that 
Bradley could build a similar building of the size which 
would be required at a maximum cost of $60,000. 


It was reported that Kenneth Coulter had been assured 
that the field opposite Viola Rand’s could be procured from 


50 


the Penobscot Chemical Fibre Co. and that there is still 
a possibility of obtaining a site on Highland Ave. 


The secretary was instructed to make application to the 
Maine School Building Authority for a program of finance 
for building a building at a cost of $60,000. 


Although no definite plan for financing the project was 
discussed, it is evident that the building can be financed 
without increasing the tax rate at all. It is quite probable 
that the rate could be lowered even with the added expense 
of the building. The new law for aid for education will give 
Bradley over $2,000 more-state money next year than we 
received for this year, and the amount will be increased by 
another $2,000 in the following two years. Although the 
school department will take over some accounts that have 
been, heretofore, town charges, the net saving to the town 
for next year will be $2,416.42. This amount will be avail- 
able for payments on school building bonds and interest 
with no additional appropriation. Another source of income 
for this purpose could be the former state tax payments. 
Under the new sales tax law, the state has withdrawn from 
the property tax field. Therefore, the state tax payment 
(which amounted to $2,329.29 for the past year) will not 
be paid in the future. From the extra state aid for educa- 
tion and the state tax money, there will be $4,745.71 which 
will be just about what the building program would cost 
for the first year. With the increase in state aid for educa- 
tion which will be received each year after 1952, the money 
from these two sources will more than meet the payments 
on the school building. Obviously, the tax rate will not be 
affected by financing a new school building in this manner. 


It is quite probable that the tax rate can be lowered for 
next year even if the town votes to build a new school. All 
of the Excise Tax money next year will be available for 
roads. The surplus fund which has been maintained at 
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$5,000 by allocating the excise tax receipts to it was built 
up to the $5,000 last year. Thus all of the money from excise 
taxes, which last year amounted to $2,228.69 can be used 
for roads without an appropriation. Therefore, a reduction 
in the local tax rate is not only possible but quite probable. 


Recognizing the immediate necessity of providing more 
housing facilities for our school children, in view of the 
foregoing facts regarding the possibility of financing a 
school building program without undue burden on the 
tax payers, and fully aware of the danger of a change in 
the present law when the legislature meets in its next ses- 
sion making it more difficult for the town to build at some 
time in the future, we strongly recommend that the town 
vote to build a new school building on one of the avail- 
able sites in accordance with the specifications of the “State 
Plans” and accept the program of financing presented by 
the Maine School Building Authority.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending March 1, 1952; we have 
directly examined records of the town clerk affecting ac- 
counting procedure and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


BALANCE SHEET COMMENTS 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been recon-. 
ciled with certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Com- 
pany. The deposit of cash on hand was verified to have 
been made promptly subsequent to year end closing. All 
cash transactions have been reconciled with total bank 
clearance. 


The assessment of 1951 taxes has been proved and the 
individual assessments reconciled, in detail, with the list 
committed to the collector. The total collection in cash rep- 
resents a very large proportion of the original commitment, 
mortgage liens in process being claimed to the extent of 
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only $194.92. Copies of excise tax receipts pre-numbered 135 
to 247 inclusive for 1951, and pre-numbered 1 to 141 in- 
clusive for 1952, have been added and the total was found to 
be in agreement with receipts issued by the treasurer. From 
the revenue, the amount of $1,678.14 was authorized by the 
voters to be transferred to the reserve funds and the bal- 
ance was made available for use on roads. 


New tax mortgage liens have been examined; costs prop- 
erly chargeable to the tax payer forms a part of the recon- 
ciled ledger balance. 


The only known account receivable is a minor item due 
from the City of Bangor as a reimbursement for furnishing 
pauper supplies. 


The investment of reserve funds has been verified by 
certificate furnished by the Bangor Savings Bank; interest 
earnings have been added to, and forms a part of, this 
reserve. 


The accrued employee funds represent withholdings sub- 
sequent to the beginning of the calendar year. 


The deferred credit at the beginning of the year was 
based upon excise taxes that were then actually collected 
but not added to the reserve fund because of the wording 
of the voted authorization. The voted disposition of the 
excise tax in the current year was in the exact amount of 
the deferred credit and, therefore, interpreted to mean that 
this unappropriated balance of the prior year was thereby 
authorized to become a part of the reserve fund. The sur- 
plus account is not affected regardless of interpretation. 
The actual investment in the savings account completed the 
plans for the setting aside of $5,000.00 for emergency pur- 
poses; the excess over $5,000.00 is the exact amount of the 
interest earnings.

The continuing balances for educational purposes are in 
agreement with a report rendered by the superintendent of 
schools. The amount available for state aid road construc- 
tion has not been expended; it has been considered good 
practice to allow both the town funds and the matching 
state credits to accumulate until the amount is large enough 
for economical construction, one important reason being 
the cost of moving the heavy equipment involved. Expendi- 
tures chargeable to the town road improvement fund has 
substantially overdrawn the amount available from the state 
but it is a perfectly proper procedure to expend in anticipa- 
tion of future funds; the balance carried forward represents 
only that portion available for future reimbursement and 
the cost of known non-allowable items, which is principally 
gravel, has become a iapsed overdraft. The expenditure of 
special resolve highway funds was in anticipation of $300.00 
to be available in the 1952-1953 fiscal year of the state and 
will not become an actual receivable to the town until July 
of 1952. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund resources for cemetery perpetual care have 
been verified by certificate furnished by the depository 
bank. The resources in the F. A. Powers Fund have been 
confirmed by the agency trustee. The balance in the check- 
ing account has been verified by certificate furnished by 
the Eastern Trust and Banking Company. 


Trust fund balances, consisting of expendable income and 
principal, have been reconciled with the transactions in each 
individual trusteeship. 


OPERATING COMMENTS 


We have not made a detailed audit of all departmental 
transactions, we did, however, analyze the important ac- 
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counts. We have test checked payrolls and invoices in sup- 
port of warrants issued for expenditures. 


The unexpended balances were considerably in excess of 
the overdraft despite the cost of snow removal resulting 
from abnormal winter conditions. The appropriations for 
forest fire fighting equipment and for a dental hygienist 
have no recorded encumberances and were lapsed. Only a 
small part of the appropriation for civilian defense was ex- 
pended. It would be proper procedure to reappropriate the 
unexpended balances in these accounts from the available 
surplus in lieu of new tax levies for 1952. As a result of all 
operations for the year, in which the unused excise tax was 
a contributing factor, the minor deficit at the beginning of 
the year has been overcome and there remains a closing 
surplus in the amount of $2,749.91, as analyzed in detail on 
Exhibit E. Although the cash position appears to have im- 
proved during the year, it should be observed that the con- 
tinuing balances have also increased, which has the effect 
of causing the unencumbered cash to be far from excessive. 


-It is recommended— 


That the members of the school committee review the 
provisions of Chapter 37, Section 50, Sub-section 1, of 
the 1944 Revised Statutes of Maine, as amended and 
to independently form their own opinion in respect to 
their duties concerning insurance on school buildings. 
That consideration be given to the advisability of 
establishing a capital reserve fund within the meaning 
of Chapter 80, Sections 130 to 133 inclusive, of the 1944 
Revised Statutes of Maine, as amended. 


CERTIFICATE 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the foregoing, 
we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompanying 
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comparative balance sheet, statement of transactions in de- 
partmental accounts, and analysis of change from a deficit 
to a surplus of resources properly present the financial con- 
dition of the town as of March 1, 1952 and the results of its 
operations for the year then ended, in conformity with gen- 
erally accepted principles of municipal accounting.

To the School Committee and Citizens of Bradley: 
I herewith submit my annual report of the conditions, 
progress and needs of the school of Bradley. 
School opened in September with the following teachers: 
Maurice Tasker, Principal, Grades 5-6 
Doris Gould, Grades 7-8 
Doris Wood, Grades 3-4 
Marjorie Hilliker, Grades 1-2 
Viola Rand, Sub-Primary 
At the close of the school year last June, your committee 
planned to engage a sub-primary teacher with a training in 
music who could teach music in all of the grades. After 
a search of several months, we found a teacher with the de- 
sired qualifications who accepted the position for the salary 
which we were able to pay. However, just before school 
opened in September, she left us and accepted a position in 
Old Town for a somewhat higher salary. Then we engaged 
Maurice Tasker of Howland for the intermediate grades in 
the hope that he might do some work with the older boys 
in athletics. After a few weeks, he accepted a position nearer 
home, and we engaged Miss Hilda Packard of Norridgewock 
to fill the vacancy thus produced. 
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The problem of housing the sub-primary pupils, which we 
expected to be a serious one, has been solved in a manner 
far better than anything that could have been expected. The 
town hall has made quite a satisfactory place, and the ex-: 
ceptionally mild weather has made it possible to keep the 
children comfortable. The inconvenience and danger of hav- 
ing the children cross the main road for play periods has 
been well taken care of by the student patrol. Those boys 
and girls who have served on the patrol are to be congrat- 
ulated on the manner in which they have looked after the 
safety and welfare of the young children. The time for which 
the hall was approved for temporary housing has expired, 
but there is no reason to believe that it will not be extended. 
Just how long the present housing will continue has not 
been determined. Everyone is anxiously awaiting the time 
when the new building will be ready for occupancy. A com- 
plete report on the construction of the new building will be 
made in the form of a special booklet as soon as the project 
is finished. 


The problem of financing the operation of our school is 
becoming progressively more difficult from year to year. 
Although the town receives more money in the form of state 
subsidy for education, pending legislation, which is sure of 
passage in one form or another, will make it necessary to 
increase teacher salaries and payments for secondary tui- 
tion. The legal limit for tuition charges this year is $283.10 
per pupil, and next year it will be higher. These things were 
carefully considered by the members of your committee 

when they set up the budget for the coming year. 


I extend my sincere thanks to the town officials, teachers 
and the citizens of the town for the fine support which they 
have given the school program.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending February 28, 1953; we 
have directly examined records of the town clerk affecting 
accounting procedure and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedures aS we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits, 
schedules and supporting detail together with comments in 
respect to the scope of audit and to our findings. This report 
is submitted within a relatively short period of time follow- 
ing our examination and must, therefore, be considered sub- 
ject to the results of routine verification, by correspondence, 
that is now in process. 


It is our recommendation that lapsed overdrafts totaling 
$2,081.22 in certain educational accounts be ratified by the 
voters, it being the intent at the 1952 annual town meeting 
to provide corresponding revenue, but for technical reasons 
the amount voted was not available for transfer to and use 
in accounts in which the overdrafts occurred, thus creating 
a correspondingly larger unexpended balance, which is 
available for 1953, in the common school account than was 
anticipated. i

We were exceptionally fortunate in procuring the services 
of Mrs. Doris Kuhn as teacher of the intermediate grades. 
She is well liked by the children, and the progress of the 
pupils under her charge is highly satisfactory. It is my stud- 
ied opinion that the general condition of the school under 
the present staff of teachers is the best that I have known 
it to be since I have been serving in this area. The yearly 
reports which we receive on our pupils who go to high 
schools show that they are superior in both preparation 
and habits of study. 


The housing of the children in the new building is some- 
thing cf which every citizen of Bradley should be proud, and 
-the sense of responsibility for the care of the building as 
manifested by the children is a credit not only to them but 
to their parents and their teachers. In the early fall, the ab- 
sence of window shades presented a serious problem, since 
there was no money left for the purchase of new shades. 
However, the shades in the old building were comparatively 
new and in good condition. With but little work, they were 
fitted to the windows of the new school. In this way, cur- 
tains were provided for all but one of the windows on the 
west side of the building. Since the town voted me extra 
money for travel at the annual meeting last March, Mrs, 
Gould and I bought new curtains for all the windows on the 
east side of the building. Now, all of the windows are cov- 
ered, 
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An examination of the financial report of the school de- 
partment shows two quite significant things. The old bhal- 
ances which we carried in order to qualify for equalization 
funds from the state have now been consumed, and town ap- 
propriations are necessarily higher. The two items in the 
budget which have been materially increased are teachers’ 
salaries and high school tuition. In both of these, the law 
dictates the amounts to be paid. Although the amount of 
state subsidy has been increased, the fact that subsidies 
are paid on the average of expenditures for each two-year 
period between legislative sessions creates a lag between 
the increased expenditures by the town and the payment of 
increased subsidies by the state. 


The greatest immediate need is for some new desks and 
chairs. At present, all of the available desks are in use and 
some have been brought from home by some of the children. 
In order to provide for the added enrollment next fall, sev- 
eral new units must be purchased. That expense has been 
included in the budget for the coming year. 

I extend sincere thanks to every citizen of the town for 
the fine support which has been given to the school pro- 
gram.

In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending March 1, 1954; we have 
directly examined records of the town clerk affecting ac- 
counting procedure and the administration of the town. Our 
examination was made in accordance with generally ac- 
cepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits, 
schedules and supporting detail together with comments in 
respect to the scope of audit and to our findings. 


CERTIFICATE 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the foregoing, 
we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompanying 
comparative balance sheet, statement of transactions in 
departmental accounts, and analysis of changes in unappro- 
priated surplus properly present the financial condition of 
the town as of*’March 1, 1954 and the results of its opera- 
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tions for the year then ended, in conformity with the gen- 
erally accepted principles of municipal accounting.

COMMENTS 
CASH 


Cash on deposit, in the general fund, has been reconciled 
with certificate furnished by The Merrill Trust Company. 
Cash on hand was verified by the same procedure to have 
been properly deposited. The correct payment of warrants 
was determined by the bank clearances ., 


TAX RECEIVABLES 


The assessment of 1953 taxes has been examined and 
brought into reconciliation with the individual assessments 
for which the tax collector was liable. The proportional 
part collected in cash was relatively high, the lien claims 
amounting to only $288.70, and the amount recorded as 
unsecured being only $438.38. The recorded collections of 
prior year balances were reconciled with detailed control. 
The absence of collections on taxes over two years old in- 
dicates that those extending as far back as 1980 may have 
extremely little value. We have added copies of excise tax 
receipts pre-numbered 151 to 275 inclusive for 19538, and 
pre-numbered 1 to 175 inclusive for 1954 and the total found 
to be in agreement with the total of receipts issued by the 
treasurer; it was observed that the collector made only one 
recorded remittance between the beginning of the fiscal 
year and October 20, 1953. 
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TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 


New liens have been examined; costs chargeable to the 
tax payer have been added to, and form a part of, the recon- 
ciled ledger balance. The total outstanding liens for all 
years continue to grow larger. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The only known receivable is for pauper supplies furn- 
ished to non-residents in the sense of their pauper settle- 
ment. 


RESERVE FUNDS INVESTED 


This account originates from the interest earned on what 
was in effect a capital reserve fund for school building pur- 
poses. It is a requirement that these earnings must be added 
to this type of reserve. The withdrawal for school building 
purposes was equal only to the $5,000.00 originally appro- 
priated from excise tax revenue to establish this fund. There 
appears to be no reason why this remaining balance can- 
not be used, when properly authorized by vote of the town, 
for the same purpose as the original $5,000.00 was set aside. 


NOTES PAYABLE 


New serial notes for school construction purposes were 
found properly authorized. Short term notes issued for 
school construction purposes were found to agree with the 
records of the payees. 


CONTINUING BALANCES 


| Continuing balances are for state aid construction, pro- 
ceeds from sale of cemetery lots are for educational pur- 
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poses. In respect to the school balances we have examined 
the report rendered by the superintendent of schools. We 
have observed that your superintendent uses an excellent 
form of payroll and that mathematically the performance 
is very superior. Our balances are, however, in disagree- 
ment which we attribute to the difference in interpretation 
of the pertinent statutes, more particularly the meaning of 
the changes enacted in 1951 and 1953. We cannot herein 
express legal opinion but we can state that we have com- 
pared our viewpoints with the State Department of Educa- 
tion and that our accounting has been in accordance with 
what we believe to be the correct procedures. We do not be- 
lieve that tuition proceeds (verified as to purpose by the | 
treasurer of another municipality) can be allocated to the 
purpose of school repairs. 


DEPARTMENTAL TRANSACTIONS 


We have not made a detailed audit of all the departmental 
transactions; we did, however, trace in detail all items of 
disbursements. The warrants issued to the treasurer were 
found to be very satisfactorily supported by invoices and 
payrolls. We did not find reason to criticise any of the over- 
drafts after careful analysis. In so far as we could determine 
from our examination the accounts under the jurisdiction 
of the selectmen were excellently managed.

OLD TOWN, MILFORD, BRADLEY 
VISITING NURSING ASSOCIATION 


Following is a brief summary of the nursing service from 


March, 1954, to March, 1955, in the Town of Bradley. 


Emphasis has been placed on disease preventing activi- 
ties designed for keeping the well child well, through school 
immunization clinics, child health conferences and x-ray 
clinics. 

Many children are referred to Pediatric, Orthopedic state 
clinics at the EHastern Maine General Hospital, through the 
nurse and the local physicians. In turn the nurse makes fol- 
low-up visits in the home to help parents carry out these 
recommendations made at the clinic. 

When bedside nursing care is necessary, the care is given 
by the nurse and some member of the family is taught to 
give care to the patient, in the nurse’s absence. 

In many instances, the nurse found that mental, emotional 
or social problems were affecting the family’s well being, 
and the nurse tried to help the family to have a better under- 
standing of their problems and explain how other commun- 
ity agencies can also assist them.

The present high school enrollment is 25. Of that number, 
$ will graduate in June and 27 will continue for at least an- 
other year. Add to that number the 11 who will graduate 
from the Bradley School this spring, and we see that our 
high school enrollment next year will be 28. 

When school opened last fall, Mrs. Hilliker had 57 pupils 
in grades 1 and 2. Since it was practically impossible to seat 
that number of pupils in one room, it was necessary to take 
out one division of the Ist grade and give that group to 
Mrs. Rand. Even that did not remedy the situation. It left 
Mrs. Hilliker with 49 pupils, an overload of 62.2%. In spite 
of that, however, the pupils are doing well. 

As was reported last year, one of the most immediate 
needs is some more new furniture. We purchased a few new 

units last year and hope to purchase enough more next year

so that each pupil may have a desk and chair. 

Another thing that is badly needed is a floor machine. It 
is next to impossible to properly care for the tile floors 
without one. Your committee is asking for an appropriation 
for that item of equipment. 

In behalf of all those connected with the schools, I extend 
sincere thanks to the citizens of the town for the fine sup- 
port given to the school program.

In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending March 1, 1955; we have 
directly examined the records of the town clerk affecting 
accounting procedure and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
edures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

We herewith submit our report, consisting of exhibits, 
schedules and supporting detail together with such atten- 
dant comments that describe the scope of the work per- 
formed.

Based upon our examination, and subject to the fore- 
going, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompany- 
ing comparative balance sheet, statement of transactions in 
departmental accounts, and analysis of change in net de- 
ficit properly present the financial condition of the town as 
of March 1, 1955 and the results of its operations for the 
year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted 
principles of municipal accounting.

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COMMENTS 
CASH 


Cash on deposit has been reconciled with a special bank 
statement which also confirmed that the cash on hand at 
year end closing had been deposited. The implications and 
the unexpected course of events that followed reporting a 
check as lost resulted in the same effect aS an overpaid 
warrant. With the excellent cooperation of The Merrill 
Trust Company the complex events have been traced and ad- 
justed in accordance with the best available evidence. 


TAX RECEIVABLES 


The assessment of 1954 taxes has been added and com- 
pared with the collector’s commitment. ‘At the close of the 
year more than 98% of the commitment had been turned 
over by the collector to the treasurer in the form of cash. 
Other uncollected balances represent twelve separate years, 
1930 to 1937 inclusive, 1948 and 1950 to 1958 inclusive; an 
allowance for possible loss is maintained on your ledger 
because of the relatively unchanged balances from year to 
year. We have added copies of excise tax receipts pre-num- 
bered 176 to 275 also pre-numbered A8126 to A8174 inclusive 
for 1954 and pre-numbered 1 to 200 inclusive for 1955 and the 
total found to be in agreement with the receipts issued by 
the treasurer. The revenue was appropriated by the voters 
to the extent necessary to retire notes and school authority 
obligations not fully provided for by other appropriations in 
specific amounts and further to defray the cost of interest 
thereon; the balance, being unappropriated, has been lapsed 
to the surplus account. 


TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 


New tax mortgage liens to secure certain 1954 real estate 


45 


assessments were examined; total claims were in relatively 
small amounts the aggregate being $118.95. In certain in- 
stances the description appears to be insufficient to identify 
the property. Tax liens of prior years extend back to the 
year 1936 with no collections recorded other than for the 
year 1953. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


The receivables of the prior year were collected in full; 
the new receivables originate principally from pauper sup- 
plies furnished non-resident and unsettled cases. We found 
that in this respect claims for reimbursement have been pre- 
sented regularly and accurately, the present balances being 
for the billing periods immediately prior to the close of the 
year. 


RESERVE FUNDS INVESTED 


This account increased $4.85 during the year by reason of 
savings bank interest accrual. In effect this is interest on 
interest because the present balance originated from interest 
on the cash set aside for school building purposes in which 
the withdrawal coincided with the deposits. This interest is 
believed to be available for the purpose for which the fund 
was originally established provided that the fund was fully 
within the general meaning of a capital reserve. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund investments in the form of securities have 
been verified with the agency trustee. Amounts on time de- 
posit have been verified with bank certificates. The separate 
checking account together with attendant accounting re- 
cords supported by a separate set of treasurer’s receipts and 
treasurer’s warrants, has been examined and proved to be 
mathematically correct. This segregated account pertains 
to the F. A. Powers Trust. 


: 
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SERIAL NOTES OUTSTANDING 


The balance sheet obligations do not include the indebted- 
ness to the Maine School Building Authority to be retired 
from future revenue. As reported herein all short term out- 
standing notes were retired together with $1,000.00 of the 
serial obligations payable to The Merrill Trust Company. 
The outstanding balance has been confirmed by bank certi- 
ficate. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


We have not made a detailed audit of all departmental 
transactions; we did, however. extensively test check the 
invoices with the treasurer’s warrants and the posting en- 
tries to the various accounts. We have viewed the school 
payrolls and the report of the superinténdent. 

With the outstanding exception of snow removal costs the 
departmental accounts show a nearly uniform tendency to 
remain within the wnexpended category indicating an in- 
tent not to spend more than necessary. Aside from the snow 
removal cost the current year seemed to be a fortunate one 
and the gain apparently not due to over liberal amounts 
authorized by the voters. 

It is recommended that the statutes pertinent to excise 
collections be studied for the purpose of more vigorously 
defending the position of the officials responsible and to 
seek legal advice if found necessary. 

It is especially recommended that the articles pertaining 
to monies to be raised for school purposes of all kinds be 
carefully prepared with emphasis on complete clarity and 
full definition so that the records of the town clerk can be 
interpreted with but one meaning. 

The budget presented by the superintendent of schools 
should be considered as a list of expected or needed revenue 
and expense and not a list of sums to be RAISED UNDER 
ONE SINGLE VOTE AND UNDER A SINGLE TITLE, 
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In this respect it is recommended that in the vote author- 
izing payment of salary to town officers, the school com- 
mittee be specifically included (if voters choose that a com- 
pensation be paid) otherwise they must serve without pay 
although the necessary money is raised. 


The interest on the Ministerial and School Fund is in- 
terest on a town indebtedness caused by borrowing a trust 
fund principal. The income is paid to the schools and ex- 
pended for the same purposes as the appropriation for school 
maintenance. It is not reasonable that the schools be 
charged with an expense item to procure the endowment to 
which it is entitled. If the fund borrowed by the town was 
repaid and invested, this problem would no longer exist. 
It is probably safe to assume that there has been lost through 
deduction from State grants enough to repay and invest this 
fund, had it been earning instead of costing interest. 

The provision for school repairs and new equipment (not 
replacements) is by means of a seperate appropriation. Be- 
ing bound by the official record of how school monies are 
raised we were obliged to consider that no new funds were 
available for school repairs in the current year. So far as 
is known, subject to such items that require authorization 
prior to expenditure or pertain to special courses, the money 
for all other school expenses can be raised and expended 
under a single but correct title.

The enrollment figures show an increase of 10 over the 
number in school last year, in spite of the fact that 5 Mil- 
ford pupils who formerly attended the Bradley School were 
transferred to Milford last September. Threfore, the in- 
crease in Bradley pupils was 15. 

An examination of the financial statement for the past 
year and a comparison with the budget for 1956-57 shows 
an increase of $6,554.78 in school maintenance for next 
year. The greater part of this increase will be in the cost 
of secondary school tuition. With tuition rates increasing 
each year and more and more high school students in at- 
tendance, the cost is bound to mount. 

Next year there will be 54 students in secondary schools, 
and the following table shows the schools that they will at- 
tend and the cost:

The tuition rates are necessarily estimates, since the legal 
tuition rate is dependent upon the cost per pupil in each 
school for the current year and limited to the average cost 
per pupil in all of the high schools of the state. Since the 
costs for the present year can not be known until the fig- 
ures are audited and tabulated after the reports are filed in 
July, the exact figures will not be known until next fall. 
However, the increases in secondary school appropriations 
and enrollment figures give a basis for a very close esti- 
mate. 


For example, a study of our budget for last year shows 
that we estimated the cost of high school tuition as $10,- 
210.00. Of that, we spent $9,880.84. The difference of 
$329.16 is due largely to the fact that Rita Pratt is living 
temporarily outside the town of Bradley, and her tuition is 
not charged to this town. Obviously, our estimates vary 
little from the actual costs. The one danger is that one or 
two families may move into town with several high school 
students. In view of that possibility, our estimates may be 
dangerously low. 


Last year, our increased enrollment in the elementary 
school made it necessary to purchase seven new desk and 
chair units in order to provide for the extra pupils. From 
the information which we are able to obtain on the prob- 
able enrollment next September, it is very likely that we are 
going to need four or five new seats for the coming year; 
our budget anticipates that necessity. 


One of our greatest needs in connection with the main- 
tenance of the new building is a floor machine for clean- 
ing the floors. We have anticipated the purchase of such a 
machine in making our budget. It is my sincere hope that 
money will be appropriated for that purpose. 
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I extend sincere thanks to all of the citizens of Bradley 
for the splendid support given to our school program.

In accordance with your request, we have audited the gen- 
eral and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Bradley, Maine for the year ending March 1, 1956; we have 
directly examined records of the town clerk affecting ac- 
counting procedures and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, and accordingly included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing pro- 
cedures aS we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits, 
schedules and supporting detail together with comments in 
respect to the scope of audit and to our findings. 


CERTIFICATE 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the forego- 
ing, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accompany- 
ing comparative balance sheet, statement of transactions in 
departmental accounts, and analysis of change in unappro- 
priated surplus properly present the financial condition of 
the town as at March 1, 1956 and the results of its operations 
for the year then ended, in conformity with generally ac- 
cepted priniciples of municipal accounting.

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COMMENTS 
CASH 


Cash ‘on deposit, in the general fund and trust fund ac- 
counts, has been reconciled with bank certificate which also 
confirmed the prompt deposit of cash on hand. Payment of 
warrants was reconciled with total bank clearances. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1955 assessment of taxes was added and compared 
with the collector’s commitment. At the close of the year 
97.7% of the commitment had been accounted for in cash 
and discounts; tax lien claims and abatements further re- 
duced the uncollected balance to only $267.36 at year end 
closing. Collections of prior years were compared with de- 
tailed control. 

We have added the collector’s copies of excise tax re- 
ceipts pre-numbered 201 to 275 inclusive and A3826 to 
A3893 inclusive for 1955, and pre-numbered 1 to 200 in- 
clusive for 1956 and the total found to be $1.00 less than re- 
mittances to the treasurer, the overage being considered to 
be the property of the collector. From the revenue $1,144.70 
was appropriated to departmental accounts as properly 
authorized by the voters. 


TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 


New lien claims were examined; costs chargeable to the 
taxpayer were added to each mortgage not redeemed at year 
end closing. Collections of aes years liens were traced to 
the detailed control. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE AND PAYABLE 


These accounts are principally from year end closing en- 
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tries and include the asset value of pauper supplies for 
which reimbursement is expected from the State of Maine 
and from the City of Old Town. The only recorded payable 
is for an unused excise tax not within the authority of the 
collector to refund. 


RESERVE FUND 


The origin of this fund began in 1948. In that year and in 
the two subsequent years a total of $5,000.00 was taken from 
excise tax revenue and placed in a savings account. In 
1952-53 exactly $5,000.00 was withdrawn for school build- 
ing purposes, leaving the interest accrual intact and increas- 
ing yearly. 


SERIAL NOTES OUTSTANDING 


This issue pertains to the direct borrowing by the town 
exclusive of obligation to the Maine School Building Au- 
thority. The balance was confirmed by the payee. 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund investments in the form of securities have 
been verified with the agency trustee of the F.. A. Powers 
Fund. The investment of cemetery funds has been con- 
firmed by bank certificate. The segregated checking account 
transactions were reconciled with the treasurer’s receipts 
and warrants. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


We did not make a complete detailed audit of all depart- 
mental transactions, our examination being in accordance 
with the purpose of a general limited audit., 

The voted appropriations, with the single exception of the 
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unpredictable town poor account, appeared to be sufficient 
to meet minimum costs. The absence of overdrafts in the 
general administration and especially the highway accounts 
is usually an indication of careful management. The termi- 
nology of the votes raising money for school purposes no 
longer created an accounting and administrative problem. 

The cash balance does reflect in part the favorable 
outcome for the year but the most important aspect is that 
the funds already authorized for future expenditures are ac- 
tually on hand. We are referring especially to the unex- 
pended school balances and the State Aid Construction ac- 
count which together represent in excess of $6,000.00 that 
is not free for other purposes. It would, however, appear 
to be a proper time to consider the advantage of repaying 
the amount borrowed from the Ministerial and School 
Fund. The origin, purpose and operation of these funds 
should be more generally known. 


The State Aid Construction balance originated from town 
appropriations only. Its existence has required the Stat> 
to set aside matching funds that now total $6,396.00 which 
is available at any time to reimburse the town for future 
expenditures above its own share.

COMMENTS 


In prior years our comments recited in part the audit 
work performed but space never did permit a complete de- 
tail. We have, however, followed for many years the pro- 
cedures as recommended by the National Committee on 
Governmental Accounting, and our statement to that effect 
is intended to replace a tiresome recital of what we did. The 
following comments, therefore, are intended to supplement 
the mathematical data with analysis and interpretation of 
its meaning. 


FINANCIAL 


The unappropriated surplus, which excludes the obliga- 
tion to the Maine School Building Authority and the serial 
notes to be paid from future taxation, has grown from 
$8,945.74 to $12,693.52, which is a very satisfactory outcome 
for the year. The cash balance of $17,887.24 is reasonably 
strong but it includes such items as $2,279.95 already ap- 
propriated for State Aid Road Construction and the unex- 
pended school funds of $4,222.51, which means that the 
amount available for other purposes, after including all the 
minor encumberance items, is only $11,306.03. 


TAX RECEIVABLES 


The tax assessments not secured by liens decreased, and 
now total $85.53. They are scattered over five different 
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years. In general the collection is not a problem to the 
town. 


The extent of redeemable and foreclosed tax liens is fairly 
large. During the year the foreclosed liens were con- 
solidated for accounting purposes, thereby absorbing 
amounts listed as taxes whenever the same property was 
involved. The total of all the assets of tax origin diminished 
$478.28 during the year accompanied by a decrease of $362.56 
in the allowance for possible loss. The collection in cash 
of $297.99 on one account, for the years 1943 to 1948 in- 
clusive, was an important factor in this change. 


DEBT AND INTEREST 


The outstanding serial notes due to The Merrill Trust 
Company were reduced by $1,000.00 during the year. The 
interest requirements for this entire issue alone decreased 
from the $806.25 paid in the prior year to $262.50 paid in 
the current year, a difference of $43.75. The decrease in 


the yearly payment to the Maine School Building Authority 
has been $62.02, $66.85 and $48.27 respectively in the past 
three years although the principal is much larger than The 
Merrill Trust Company issue. In addition to the foregoing, 
there is an annual payment of $49.00 for interest on the 
$816.75 due to the Ministerial and School Fund, without 
any reduction in the principal. 


Although not directly an interest item, the granting of a 
discount for prompt payment of taxes is for the purpose of 
avoiding the interest on short term tax anticipation bor- 
rowing. The total discounts were $585.96, taken advantage 
of principally by non-residents. When everything is con- 
sidered, the total cost of financing forms an important part 
of the total tax rate. 
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SCHOOL BALANCES 


There is a large balance in the school maintenance ac- 
count, originating in part from former State equalization 
funds and the effect of raising the entire 1952 school budget 
for the single purpose of common schools. At that time 
State funds could not be allocated to the number of pur- 
poses now permissible, hence no funds were available to pay 
for certain purposes outside of common schools. 


There are small overdrafts in the special funds voted for 
purposes that pertain to the building and grounds which 
should be terminated, but until the future of the capital 
reserve fund, which is apparently available (but not voted 
upon for use) is determined, there did not appear to be 
enough authority to lapse these balances. 


In respect to the departmental accounts, the total unex- 
pended balances were $1,899.01 in contrast to only $282.88 
in the total of overdrafts, the latter being in snow removal, 
note interest, town poor and the town hall repairs. The 
largest unexpended balance was in town roads, but the 
amount available in this account was an appropriation from 
surplus, hence, this balance does not mean that there were 
funds raised by taxation in excess of what was needed.

To the Superintending School Committee, Taxpayers, 
and Parents of Bradley, Maine: 


It is a privilege to give you a brief report of your school 
at the elose of another fiscal year. 

Your school is running true to form in comparison to 
others in Maine and the country as a whole in two dis- 
tinct ways: one, the school census is increasing very fast. 
The number of kindergarten pupils who entered in Sep- 
tember was beyond our expectation. Secondly, we in turn 
are graduating a larger class each year to take up their 
duties in high school. These two facts are the direct re- 
sult of increased population, and according to educational 
statistics on both the State and National level this situ- 
ation will continue for many years to come. One other 
important fact resulting from this increased population 
trend is that it will result in an increase in the amount 
- of secondary tuition money we will need to plan for in the 
future. 
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FINANCIAL MATTERS 


It will be of interest to all taxpayers in Bradley to learn 
the per pupil cost in your school for 1956-57 as given be- 


low: 
State of Maine average per pupil cost $228.64 
Town of Bradley average per pupil cost 153.75 
Amount less per pupil cost $ 74.89 
TEACHERS’ SALARIES 
State of Maine average salary (elementary) $3,021.50 


Town of Bradley average salary (elementary) 2,357.83 
Amount less than State average salary $ 663.67 


It appears evident that your school budget has been 
wisely expended. This fact is true because we are only pro- 
viding the actual necessities for your teachers and pupils. 


Salaries for all teachers in Maine effective July 1, 1958 
must be in accordance with the new salary law passed in 
the Ninety-Eighth Legislature in 1957. We must meet the 
minimum salary range according to the preparation and 
experience of each teacher. Many communities in Maine 
were already paying higher salaries than those required 
under this law in order to secure well trained teachers. 


Your school budget for 1958-59 will of necessity be larger. 
This is due to increased cost of textbooks, supplies, and the 
many items which will be necessary to purchase to operate 
the kind of a school you desire for your children. While 
we are on the subject of increased costs may I state that 
textbooks have gone up from 20 per cent to 35 per cent 
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higher; school supplies 20 per cent to 30 per cent and other 
items accordingly. These prices are similar to prices of 
other goods whether it be on a farm or in a factory. These 
conditions are beyond our control to regulate. But as long 
as prices are soaring to new heights we must all economize 
and buy according to our needs. This policy in your school 
department is in effect and will continue in the months 
ahead. Another policy we are striving for and that is an 
honest day’s work for an honest day’s pay. | 


A LOOK INTO THE FUTURE 


The time is not too far away when the taxpayers of Brad- 
ley will be confronted with the problem of constructing two 
additional classrooms onto your building. You already have 
two classrooms that are overcrowded. It appears that this 
addition will have to be made within three more years at 
least if the present increase in school enrollment continues 
as in the past year. Your town officials are aware of this 
grave problem and the matter of financing it should be 
under way as soon as possible. But Bradley is not the only 
town faced with this situation. It can be found in the ma- 
jority of towns and cities in Maine and the country in 
general. 


The provisions of the Sinclair Law passed in your last 
emergency Legislature offer assistance to any town where 
it is necessary to enlarge their school buildings. The pro- 
visions of this law will be available to all towns when new 
School Administrative Units are formed. It would seem a 
wise gesture on our part to study the benefits of this new 
law when the matter of enlarging our school facilities is 
warranted. 
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A BETTER BALANCED CURRICULUM 

The aim of your school department this year is to 
strengthen and give more depth to your school curriculum. 
We are giving special emphasis to more teaching in the 
content areas especially in grades five to eight inclusive. 
These content areas are: the Language Arts (English, read- 
ing, writing and spelling); arithmetic, social studies (his- 
tory and geography); and health and science. We have 
a two-fold purpose for this: one to provide a better aca- 
demic background for all pupils who will enter high school, 
and secondly to provide a wider and more practical educa- 
tional program for pupils who unfortunately will leave 
school after they have completed grade eight and enter 
some form of employment. 

Yes, we must provide an educational program for all 
pupils who will live in a highly scientific and technological 
age. This will be the age in which they will live and earn 
a livelihood. For our present school pupils this situation is 
only a few short years away from them. They must be pre- 
pared to meet the unprecedented social and economic 
changes and upheavals that they will encounter and which 
have already left their marks on our lives and our insti- 
tutions, our values and aspirations. Science and industry 
have put new materials and resources to use in ways that 
have profoundly altered the basic patterns of our days 
and years. The education of rising generations needs to be 
conceived and projected with due reference to all these 
recent developments. These are the matters with which 
our curriculum evaluation and curriculum improvement 
need to be concerned. 

The whole curriculum can be a means of broadening the 
outlook and horizon of developing boys and girls all along 
the way to adolescence and maturity. The four walls of the 
classroom will not close children in and shut them off from 
life if the curriculum is conceived and administered as a 
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widening way of enlarging concepts and opening new areas 
in which our present-day pupils will soon find themselves. 

In closing this brief report on your school I want to 
extend my appreciation for the interest, cooperation and 
support that your new principal and all teachers have given 
during the past year to make a good school a better school 
in the days ahead. 

Your School Committee has done a commendable job in 
attending the many important meetings held during the 
year. Their unselfish devotion to the many school problems 
are a credit not only to the school, but to the community. 

Please accept my humble, but sincere thanks for the 
privilege of administering and supervising your school 
program this year.

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‘COMMENTS 


The financial condition of the town has several interest- 
ing and significant aspects which merit careful considera- 
tion. One change involves segregation of the serial notes 
to a “debt fund’ which has been done to conform with 
a current practice with which we are not wholly in agree- 
ment. We do not intend to cover up any form of indebted- 
ness or to mislead the voters by the size of the “unappro- 
priated surplus’. In our report of the prior year to the 
municipal officers we arrived at the unappropriated surplus 
on a separate schedule which did not appear in the town 
report. This year a statement of public debt appears in the 
report to the municipal officers and the unappropriated 
surplus appears on the general fund balance sheet. On a 
comparable basis the unappropriated surplus increased 
$6,022.66. 

One large item involved in this change was the State Aid 
Construction in which a portion of the 1949 town appro- 
priation was unexpended together with the entire amounts 
appropriated in 1950 and 1951, a total of $2,279.95 being 
thus held in the town treasury pending actual construction. 
After due warning to the town that the State share would 
not be available unless construction began in 1957, the 
State Highway Commission lapsed the State share after 
paying its proportional part, amounting to $612.03, of the 
1949 construction. A total of $2,891.98 was thus no longer 
obligated and has been lapsed to surplus. 


In evaluating your surplus it should be considered that 
the assets include accounts receivable that may not all be 
realized, uncollected taxes, unredeemed tax liens and fore- 
closed tax liens, altogether amounting to $3,133.91 at the 
close of the year. In varying amounts there will practically 
always be a part of the so-called unappropriated surplus 
that is unavailable for use. | 3 

The accounts receivable, plus a balance forward on Ex- 
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hibit D that is unsettled, originates largely from supplies 
and expenses furnished to the needy with pauper settlement 
not in the town. It may be necessary to take aggressive 
action to recover these costs. An allowance for possible 
loss is included on your balance sheet. 

The repayment of the debt to the Ministerial and School 
Fund was a wise move, however, the interest earned to the 
time of first savings bank dividend may have been over- 
looked. The school maintenance account has been credited 
with this interest although not withdrawn from the savings 
account. 

In the departmental operations the snow removal account 
was overdrawn $536.02 and the town property insurance 
account was overdrawn $26.59. In all departments there 
were unexpended balances, notably in town poor. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We would suggest confining, for the time being, the use 
of surplus funds to the retirement of the serial notes out- 
standing, which are being retired so slowly at the present 
rate that interest expense would continue to 1963. The re- 
lease of the State Aid Funds alone would justify reducing 
the notes by one half. It should be observed, however, that 
reduction of the school balance plus retirement of the entire 
note issue would probably reduce the cash balance by ap- 
proximately $12,000.00 which would leave approximately 
the same average amount that has been customary in the 
past few years. 

The unexpended balance in the school department was 
unexpectedly increased by State funds and has grown to 
much more than is needed. This accumulation explains in 
part the size of the treasury balance which is deceptive. 
We suggest a decreased tax levy to offset the accumulation. 

We would suggest expanding the system of accounting 
for pauper expenditures to insure prompt and accurate 
billing whenever other towns or the State are involved.

To the Superintending School Committee, Parents, and 
Taxpayers of Bradley: 


It is again a pleasure to submit a financial statement, 
and a report on your educational program for the present 
school year. 


But first of all may I thank the School Committee and 
the citizens of Bradley for their part in making it possible 
for me to attend the 1958 University of Maine summer 
session. At this session a complete school survey was 
made of 13 towns and plantations in the Enfield-Howland 
area under the provisions of the Sinclair Law. A second 
school survey was made including the towns of Milford, 
Bradley, Orono, and Old Town. It is hoped the day will 
come when this plan with certain modifications and changes 
may materialize, and a school administrative district will 
be formed in this area. It is strongly suggested that this 
plan or one to include Milford and Bradley may be or- 
ganized to take advantage of the provisions given the 
people in this modernized educational law. 


As your Superintendent of Schools I feel it is my duty to 
inform you there is definite need of at least two more 
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classrooms to accommodate the increased number of ele- 
mentary pupils entering the Bradley school. These two 
rooms should be made available by September 1959. Plans 
are now under way whereby this construction can be made 
and the cost for it. It is sincerely hoped that the people 
of Bradley will be in a position to make this necessary 
provision at the annual town meeting in March. While 
we are making plans for additional classrooms it is also 
suggested that a cafeteria in the basement of one or more 
rooms be included in the final plans. If this is completed, 
Bradley will have a building to house all pupils and ably 
take care of the immediate needs of the youth in the en- 
tire community. 


FEDERAL MONEY FOR SCHOOLS 


The present Congress is considering the above named 
educational bill. It is designed to provide additional finan- 
- cial aid to public schools. This bill, if passed into law 
will pay school subsidy in the following manner: 


$25.00 per pupil the first year; $50.00 per pupil the sec- 
ond year; $75.00 per pupil the third year, and $100.00 per 
pupil the fourth year.

THE KINDERGARTEN PROGRAM 


It has been said by many who are unfamiliar with the 
kindergarten program that it is not worthwhile. But this 
small minority group may not be acquainted with its edu- 
cational advantages, and also may be measuring its bene- 
fits from a dollar and cent value. The following philosophy 
underlying this program is given below for consideration 
of its effectiveness, and whether it is educationally sound: 


The First Year Your Child Will Learn 


. to work, play and live with others in a group 

. to gain satisfaction and independence from work he 
accomplishes 

. to be responsible for completing work and putting away 
materials 

. to establish habits of good thhealth and cleanliness 


. to speak distinctly, to listen while others are talking, 
to express his own thoughts 
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. to enjoy music through singing and participating in 
rhythms 

. to express ideas by using clay, paint, paper, sand, and 
scissors 

. to develop muscular skills and coordination through 
games, large blocks, and working with special play 
equipment 

. to build language skills by telling and listening to 
stories, sharing experiences, and participating in dra- 
matic play 


THH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL TODAY 


We are justly concerned with the intellectual rigor of 
our schools. When school achievement is geared to low 
level objectives, pupils and teachers suffer the conse- 
quences. Pupils need continuous motivation through chal- 
_ lenge toward their own optimal progress and growth. To 
do a professional, satisfying and responsible job, the teach- 
er needs to have objectives for his pupils which are both 
stimulating and attainable. 


Efforts have been made to allow each pupil to set his 
own level of achievement in terms of the limits of his abili- 
ties. If a teacher had only one pupil, or even a small 
group, it might be practicable to plan objectives for each 
individual — this despite the confusion which has resulted 
from the difficulties in ascertaining abilities in various 
areas of the curriculum. While there are ways in which 
the skillful teacher can individualize instruction, even the 
best teacher is handicapped by the great variability among 
pupils who make up the usual class. A quick look at some 
of the state legislatures reveals the argument over whether 
or not to reduce the average class size from thirty to 
twenty-five. We must, then, find better ways of educat- 
ing unique individuals using something like our present 
resources. 
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Having deplored the existence and effect of the “double 
standard” in education, the purview here is to suggest 
one condition which can contribute to its elimination. 
This condition is that children brought together for in- 
structional purposes be more alike with respect to learn- 
ing in abilities. 

The children in the grade school represent a wide range 
of abilities and motivation. We have in the graded school 
a double standard. On the one hand we have a standard 
based on normal expectations of an age group, and on the 
other we have a standard which will facilitate the promo- 
tion of highly variable children on the basis of the lowest 
common denominator. Alternatives have been to restrict 
educational opportunities to those children able to meet 
high standards of achievement or restrict the intellectual 
demands placed on children in our schools. Such a double 
standard has resulted in instructional difficulties because 
of the great range of differences in the abilities and 
achievement of children. The problems of evaluating edu- 
cational success using a double standard are painfully 
obvious. 


It seems unlikely that the problem of standards will be 
greatly affected by a scheme which would permit greatly 
reduced instructional loads for teachers. The best ap- 
proach, using present resources, might be that of using 
descriptive objectives rather than arbitrary standards. Ob- 
jectives appropriate for various learning levels could then 
be planned. Children could then achieve these objectives 
at their own rate of progression, with the exceptions noted, 
without the necessity for a double standard. 


EDUCATING FOR AN AGE OF RAPID CHANGE 


In such an age of rapid and far-reaching change, the 
function of education cannot consist merely of passing on 
the cultural heritage to each new generation. Nor can it 
consist only of teaching children and youth about the so- 
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cial and economic status quo. If these functions were 
sufficient, the job of the schools would be relatively easy. 
It would then be quite appropriate to be satisfied with an 
historical study of the past and an analytical study of the 
present as the curriculum for all pupils. Such studies will 
continue to be imperative, of course, but now they must be 
made in terms of perpetually changing conditions and in 
terms of an unforeseen future. 


A continued emphasis on knowledge must be supplement- 
ed by an increased emphasis on attitudes, values, and skills 
for constructive living in a changing environment. The 
scientific attitudes, for example, must be stressed as never 
before, so that our youth will more than ever challenge 
so-called facts, withhold judgments until all new data 
are considered, and modify conclusions when data war- 
rant doing so. Values, based on the Magna Carta, on the 
Declaration of Independence, on the Constitution of the 
United States, and on many other religious documents, 
must be extended so that they may be applied to an ever 
increasing number of pupils in our public schools. 


The curriculum of our schools today, then, must be such 
as to foster adaptability and to provide experiences in cre- 
ativity on the part of all pupils. Each child must be taught 
to think for himself critically and how to continue his 
further learning on a life-long basis. Among the most 
basic skills he must develop are those involved in solving 
problems and making decisions; memorized answers to 
past and present problems are not enough. He must learn 
to develop new ideas and use them effectively. He must 
learn how to use his creative ability and be able to adapt 
these human values when necessary. He must learn to 
push the frontiers of change even farther in the interests 
of the welfare of himself and his associates. 


Please accept my sincere, but humble thanks to the 
Bradley School Committee, town officials, the Bradley PTA, 
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and especially your teaching staff for their interest and co- 
operation for a sound and successful school year.

In accordance with your request we have made a limit- 
ed general post audit of the accounting records of the 
Town of Bradley, Maine for the year ended March 1, 1959. 
Our examination and accompanying report was based upon 
the audit procedures recommended by The National Com- 
mittee on Governmental Accounting and our understand- 
ing of the prescribed standards intended by Chapter 405, 
Section 26, of the 1957 Public Laws of Maine. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits 
and supporting schedules, together with such qualifica- 
tions, analysis and recommendations necessary to develop 
the purpose of a municipal audit.

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COMMENTS 


In many respects the financial results of the year’s op- 
erations were very satisfactory with at least one planned 
for objective accomplished. The only loss worthy of com- 
ment was the overdraft of $1,088.30 in the snow removal 
account caused by the very obvious unfavorable weather 
conditions. In this respect the payrolls for sanding, plus 
the cost of materials, totaled $2,034.27, which is more than 
one-half of the total cost, namely $3,901.05. 


In terms of unappropriated surplus there was a decrease 
of $8,825.42, which is actually a favorable outcome instead 
of being negative, because it is less than the appropria- 
tion from the general fund surplus of $6,000.00 for the 
purpose of completely retiring all of the serial notes out- 
standing. The debt fund (which is excluded in the compu- 
tation of unappropriated surplus) thus shows a reduction 
of obligations at the expense of the general fund. These 
notes were scheduled to be retired at the rate of $1,000.00 
annually, the final note to be paid in 1963. The payment 
in full at this time not only eliminates the expected in- 
terest cost but it also makes the borrowing capacity of the 
town fully available in case of future needs. The repayment 
of the Ministerial and School Fund in the prior year had 
already removed that hindrance to borrowing. 

The departmental overdrafts of $1,217.40 compare with 
unexpended balances of $1,143.48, therefore, exclusive of 
the snow removal costs there was a saving in authorized 
expenditures. The unappropriated portion of the excise 
taxes, the supplemental taxes and the overlay together 
total $3,887.31. This was more than enough to offset the 
$1,655.00 appropriated from surplus for purposes other 
than the retirement of notes plus the minor net depart- 
mental overdrafts, therefore, the net reduction to surplus 
was less than the $6,000.00 used for debt retirement. 

Not reflected as a surplus gain is the $1,000.00 appropri- 
ated from excise tax revenue for capital reserve purposes. 
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This amount has been properly invested and, together with 
interest accruals of $36.87, has increased the capital re- 
serve to $2,257.08. 


The interest on the Ministerial and School Fund was 
not withdrawn but the school department has been credit- 
ed with the earnings. This is simply a matter of where 
the cash is located and has no other significance. 


The decrease in the cash balance was a normal expec- 
tancy in view of the foregoing. Another factor was the 
intentional reduction in the school department budget to 
make use of the relatively large unexpended balance. In 
totals the school department balances were reduced 
$5,648.94 and are now down to a reasonable size. 


In other respects the operations were on a basis con- 
sistent with prior years, but it should be noted that the 
tax rate was actually less, for one year, than the normal 
expectancy. Exclusive of the annual payments to the 
Maine School Building Authority, scheduled to continue 
until December 1, 1972, the problem of indebtedness has 
been resolved and the present financial condition is at least 
at a very proper level. The favorable ratio of cash to un- 
appropriated surplus is a very good feature. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


We would suggest in regard to future school building 
financing that the retirement schedule permit at least a 
flexible rate of payment, not only for the purpose of inter- 
est savings but to avoid as much as possible the overlap- 
ping of future issues. In general the retirement schedules 
that extend twenty years or longer are not only expensive 
but are only one-half or less retired before a new issue is 
unavoidable. In certain cases even a third issue is in sight 
without sufficient remaining borrowing capacity. The 
principle we suggest is that whenever there is room in | 
the budget within a reasonable tax rate there should be an 
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increased retirement of the principal for the ensuing year, | 
or from surplus in a year following conditions that leave 
an unusually favorable cash balance. It has been our ex- 
perience that towns retiring such indebtedness in a ten 
year period are fortunate in view of the future needs. 


We also suggest, because the town has reached practi- 
cally the ideal point of cash ratio and unappropriated sur- 
plus, that careful plans be made to maintain that position. 
It is not strong enough to merit more than very limited 
appropriations from surplus again this year, however, any 
gains that might occur in the future years and be realized 
in cash could then safely and probably should be appropri- 
ated.

In accordance with your request we have made a lim- 
ited general post audit of the accounting records of the 
Town of Bradley, Maine for the year ended March 1, 1960. 
Our examination and accompanying report was based upon 
the audit procedures recommended by The National Com- 
mittee on Governmental Accounting and our understanding 
of the prescribed standards intended by Chapter 405, Section 
26, of the 1957 Public Laws of Maine. 

We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits and 
supporting schedules, together with such qualifications, an- 
alysis and recommendations necessary to develop the pur- 
pose of a municipal audit.

COMMENTS 


The results of strict administrative control over expendi- 
tures is evident in the departmental operations for the year. 
The only overdraft of voted tax levies was in tax discounts, 
a sufficient number of the tax payers taking advantage of 
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the opportunity, to exceed the tax levy by $96.06. The total 
of the unexpended balances was $1,448.86. The year has 
been one in which <verdrafts in the highway accounts occur 
in nearly every town, therefore, the unexpended balances, 
although very small, are actually quite significant. 

The balances in the school department are becoming awk- 
ward because of their number. The basic principle that 
funds to be expended on town owned real estate must be 
raised separately from the other educational funds is being 
adhered to, but where specific purposes are stated and then 
overdrawn there becomes too many inactive accounts that 
are in the same general category. The overdraft for furni- 
ture in prior years could have been avoided by including the 
provision for new equipment within the repair account 
(properly termed “repairs and equipment’) instead of spe- 
cial appropriations not based on actual bids. Some appro- 
priate action should be taken to eliminate these inactive 
accounts. 

The new school construction has created a debt fund of 
$25,000.00 to be retired from future taxation or other reve- 
nue. This obligation is in the form of notes to be retired 
annually at the rate of $1,666.66 per year for a fifteen year 
period. At the interest rate of 444% this means interest of 
$1,125.00 the first full year. Because the terms of interest 
payments are quarterly and the issue date was July 7, 1959, 
there has already been paid interest of $521.88 for which 
provision had not been made by the town when authoriz- 
ing the loan. The unexpended balance from the sale of 
the former school building totals only $290.00. Rather than 
apply this balance against the interest we are reporting 
both balances as continuing, for disposition by the vot- 
ers. The unexpended balance for school maintenance, of 
$6,687.63, is much too high and can be used to reduce the 
amount raised by taxation. 

The following analysis of surplus is in answer to a re- 
quest. In brief, it is the difference between what you have 
and what you owe, exclusive of long term debt. This differ- 
ence is divided into categories, one including what you have 
but already appropriated for the future, such as school bal-

ances, leaving the other which is termed unappropriated 
surplus. This is the property of the inhabitants and subject 
to their vote. To appraise the significance of your unap- 
propriated surplus of $19,499.29 the following could be given 
consideration. Although you have $3,679.76 in uncollected 
receivables and tax mortgage liens it is not usable until 
converted into cash, therefore, some portion of your un- 
appropriated surplus is almost certain to be unavailable. 
This factor plus working cash needs, usually means that the 
unappropriated surplus should be one-third of the tax com- 
mitment or for 1959 approximately $17,325.00. On this basis 
you have approximately $2,175.00 more than needed. This 
analysis includes allowance for emergency needs so that at 
special town meetings moderate amounts can be taken from 
surplus pending the next annual meeting. Actually the 
amount of unappropriated surplus can be lower if the people 
choose to permanently pay interest on borrowed funds but 
since your town votes a $600.00 addition to the taxes for 
discounts in order to avoid borrowing, it would seem that a 
reasonable cash balance between fiscal year closing and the 
new tax commitment is a fixed policy. Again using the tax 
commitment aS a means of measurement, a cash balance of 
between 25% and 30% is not excessive, therefore, after sub- 
tracting the school balances you again come out with 
nearly $2,000.00 of available cash over and above a “middle 
of the road” perspective. By general use of the above an- 
alysis any profitable results of a year’s operations can very 
safely be diverted to reserves, reduction of the outstanding 
notes or to reduce the tax rate.
